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STERN MEASURES NEEDED 
In a recent issue of The Freeman. Dav id 
Lawrence led off his column with these 
sinking words: “ Ev ery body naturally la­ 
ments the loss of 503 Americans in Viet 
Nam during the last four y ears, but it may 
come as a surprise to learn that in a sing le 
y ear in the United States itself nearly 16 
times as many persons — approx imately 
8 ,000 — were murdered.” 
Trag ically , there is ev ery ev idence that 
our Viet Nam casualties will materially in­ 
crease. But it would take a stag g ering in­ 
crease indeed to bring their numbers up 
to the dreadful murder toll. And all other 
crimes, as the FBI and other authorita­ 
tiv e sources tell as, hav e been sky rocketing . 
This is a cause of deep concern at the 
hig hest g ov ernmental lev els — as President 
J ohnson’s appointment of a 19 -member 
commission to study clime and recommend 
means for arresting it demonstrates. In his 
words, “ The time has long since arriv ed for 
the nation to discard obsolete and unwork­ 
able methods of detecting and apprehending 
criminals.” A g reat many ex perts are con­ 
v inced that, as of now, there is ex cessiv e 
coddling of criminals at the ex pense of the 
law-abiding public. 
Violence abounds not only in the streets 
of the g reat cities but in the country side as 
well. Stem measures will be needed to con­ 
trol it.

THE SILVERLESS COINS 
There’s not much of a thrill in the new 
silv erless “ sandwich” quarters pouring out 
of the Philadelphia mint. They don’t hav e 
the lustrous shine of the old silv er quarter. 
Nor do they make that satisfy ing jing le 
In the pocket; when dropped, their sound 
is more o-f a klunk than a ring . 
There are a couple of pleasant thing s 
about the silv erless two-bit pieces, how­ 
ev er. These pretty much compensate for 
the coin’s lack of g lamor. The first is that, 
thoug h they do not jing le and shine as of 
y ore, these coins will buy just as much as 
their silv er predecessors. The other com­ 
pensating factor is that, by using cupro­ 
nickel coins, we will div ert silv er to more 
important uses. In a number of industries, 
silv er is indispensable. Production does not 
keep up with demand. The adoption of 
silv erless coinag e will be a big help. 
“ Silv erless” it not quite accurate. Newly 
minted quarters and dimes will be made 
entirely of copper and nickel under the new 
leg islation, but half dollars are still to hav e 
40 per cent silv er. There seems to be no 
v alid reason for this; the half dollars also 
could just as well be minted of copper and 
nickel. 
There is still some opposition to this idea, 
opposition which is in part based on senti­ 
ment rather than common sense. The fact 
is that the buy ing power of our coinag e 
depends not on its intrinsic v alue but on the 
v ig or of our economy and the stability of 
our g ov ernment. Silv erless coins will buy 
as much as the coins with 9 0 per cent silv er 
content. That is the real test of their worth.
